“th the first attempt at criminal prosecution 
of the packers—the one that ended with Judge 
Humphrey’s immunity decision, issued be- 
cause the packers made statements to Com- 
missioner of Corporations James R.*Garfield 
in hile investigation of 1004-1906—individual 
packers and corporations were named in the 
same conspiracy indictments. In order, how- 
eyer, that every loophole of escape may be 
covered, the government proposes to be ready 
for any legal emergency. 

By the evidence gathered by the special 
agents who have been working under Mr. 
Sims’ directions within the last year and 
more, the government expects to disclose to 
the grand jury that there was @ genera! 
agreement and understanding concerning 
prices of meats, regulated through the me- 
dium of the National Packing company, in 
the eiipment and sale of meats to cities in 
every state in thé union. 


Competition Only a Sham? 
Although the packers may conduct their 
business with a show of competition, it is 
said the government will seek to prove that 
by means of a‘conspiracy there was a gen- 
eral 6ombination that eliminated price rival- 
ry and forced the dealers to pay uniform 
figures that were maintained through the 
medium of the National Packing company,

*“ When the consumer is denied the right 
to purchase in the cheapest market; when 
the laws of supply and demand are abro- 
gated in the interests of a coterie of un- 
scrupulous men; when ea day's iabor 
scarcely produces enough to obtain «a 
day's subsistence, then it is time for unit- 
ed protest and action. 

“The meat boycott is not the work of 
the league, but it is & result of our spread- 
ing the ‘doctrine of ‘back to normal 
prices.’ 


Sporadic Effort Needs Guidance. 

“ These sporadic efforts to throw off the 
shackles of food slavery show the temper 
of the people. They have been partly suc- 
cessful, and need only a guiding and di- 
recting hand to result in complete victory.

If a manufac- 
turer doubles the price of a hat you buy some 
other make of hat, or if the price of over- 
coats is doubled you wear the same old over- 
coat a While jonger, but when you are hungry 
you must eat, whatever the pr.ce. 

“Tt is a dramatically sad fact that in hard 
times people seem to eat only half as much 
as they do in good times. “Government sta- 
tistics show that in 1808 the consumption of 
food products was about 50 per cent thet of 
more prosperous years. The full dinner pail 
is no figment of the imagination. Only too 
often it is a half full dinner pall.”’ 

Bristow Hits High Prices. 

" Revolutions have been started by lese 
| than ees people are suffering now,” 
says Senator Joseph L. Bristow of Kansas. 
“ Meat foots up to a quarter of the average 
household expenses, and it ought to be cheap- 
er today instead of dearef than it was twen- 
ty-five years ago, because of the greater 
economy in ite preparation and sale. When 
I was a boy 25 per cent of the carcass went 
to waste. Now nothing goes to waste—not 
even the blood.”’ 

Senator Bristow’s words crystallize the 
sentiment of protest in all parts of the.coun- 
try against the higher cost of living. Thus 
far the movement, which first took form in 
an actual boycott at Cleveland, has met with 
most success in the west, The’east has been 
slower to follow, influenved, perhaps, by a 
widespread feeling among small dealers and 
in the labor unions that a universal boycott, 
theugh effective as a protest, actually would 
play into the hands of the packers; who, with 
their control of cold storage houses and re- 
frigeratgr lines, could carry their product 
through a prolonged boycott, whereas even 
thirty days’ cessation of trade would put the 
small Independents out of business,

ELIOT SETS FORTH HISPLAN 
FOR RELIEF iN LABOR ROWS. 


for Act to Provide Publit Investiga- 
tion of Industrial Disputes. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 23.—[Spectal.j—Dr. 
Charles W. Eliot, former president. of Han 
vard university, George B, Hugo, and George 
H. Elis have petitioned the legislature for 
“an act to provide public fhvestigation of 
industrial disputes and for the . prevention 
and settlement of strikes and lockouts.” 

Eiot long has entertained a labor hobby, 
and his friends are curious,to. how his 
proposed relief bift will be received-by work- 


tion of the bill says: 

“It shall be unlawful for any employer 
to declare or cause a lockout, or for any 
employé to go on strike, on account of any 
dispute provided for by this act, before such 


.dispute shall have been referred to a board 


of. investigation under the provisions of this 
act, or during: such reference, but-nothing in 
this act shalt prohibit the suspension or dis- 
continuance of any industry, or of the work- 
ing of any persons therein, for any cause not 
constituting a lockout or a strike:"’ 

The bill includes all matters relating to 
hours of employment, wages, sex, age, quali- 
fication or status of employés, and the mode 
-and terms of employment; the employment 
of children, or any person or class of persons, 
or the .diemissal of, or refusa) to employ, 
any particular person or class of persons. 

It also provides for the appointment of a 
commissioner of labor, to whom either em- 
ployers or employés engaged in a dispute 
may apply for the — of a board of 
investigation.
